" the Marquis das Minas, having left a 
Garrifon in Salvaterra, is march’d to- 
wards Ciudad Rodrigo. The Marquis 
. de Thoy, with the Regiments of the 
Afturias, of the Orders, of St. Jago, and of Roufil- 
lon, and fome French Foot, obierves their Motions. 
The 22d of jaft Month, the Marfhal de Theffe join’d 


the Marquis de Bay near Caffillas, with 4 Regiments 


of French Horfe and 2 of Dragoons making 4200 
Horfe, and 2000 Foot ; and they are march’d towards 
Badajox. A Difcovery has been made at Grenada 
of a Plot, hatch’d by a Prieft, who had engag’d 
about 100 Men in his pernicious Defign. Finding 
the Inhabitants, who have conftantly given great 
Proofs of their Fidelity, had little Difpofition to join 
with them, they refolv’d to fet the. Town on Fire in 
feveral Places, inthe time of the folemn Proceffion of 
the holy Sacrament; prefuming that while every 
Body was taken up with the publick Devotions, they 
might do it the more eafily. They had provided a 
great Quantity of Powder for the Purpofe. [They 
defign’d (fays the Bruffels Gazette of June 23.) to 
poffefs themfelves of the old Caftle and to maintain 
themfelves in it rill the Arrival of the Confederate 
Fleet, and then to favour their, Defcentinto their Pro- 
vince.]
